G.S.R. 1305. — In exerci;* of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Ministry of Finance, Bureau of Public Enterprises Class 
1 and Class II Recruitment Rules, 1970 in so far as there ralate 
to the post of Deputy Director, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to 
the post of Deputy Director (Management and Information 


and Research Division) in the Bureau of Public Enterprises, 
Ministry of Finance, namely : — 

1 . Short title and commencement. — (1) These rule may be 
called the Ministry of Finance, Bureau of Public Enterprises, 
Deputy Director (Management and Information and Research 
Division) Recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 
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2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — Tne 
number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 13 of the said schedule. 

4. Disqualification, — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage witfi 
any person, having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 


Provided that ihe Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and that 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall allect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required lo be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

— The 
number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. —

G.S.R. 1312. — The following draft of certain rules to amend 
the Major Port of Tuticorin (Harbour Craft) Rules, 1976 
which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise 
of the power conferred by sub-section (1) of section 6 of

1. (1) These rules may be called the Major Port of Tuti- 
corin (Harbour Craft) Amendment Rules, 1978.

2. In the Major Port of Tuticorin (Harbour Craft) Rule* 
1976 : — 

(1) for sub-rule (2) of rule 3, the following sub-rule 

shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(2) Nothing in this rule shall apply to — 

(i) any craft forming part of the equipment of a 
ship or steamer unless it carries the passengers 
or cargo for profit ; 

(ii) any craft maintained solely for purpose of 
pleasure and not connected with the carrying 
of passengers or cargo for profit 1 
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(Ui) any craft belonging to the porta”. 

2. for the explanation under sub-rule (2) of rule 12, the 
following explanation shall be substituted, namely : — 

“Explanation. — For the purpose of this sub-rule, all the 
repairs which involve replacement or renewals affect- 
ing sea- worthiness of the craft shall be deemed to 
be major repairs” ; 

3. for sub-rule (2) of rule 13, the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

“(2) Every licenced harbour craft plying within the port 
shall carry as many number of life jackets as there 
are number of persons including passengers and crew. 
In addition, craft shall carry life buoys at the rate 
of one for every two persons including passengers 
and ctew, subject to minimum of two numbers of 
life buoys in every harbour craft. Alternatively in 
lieu of life buoys, buoyant apparatus sufficient to 
carry the total number of persons Including 
passengers and crew shall be provided, The life 
buoys or buoyant apparatus shall be of the pattern 
as approved by the Ministry of Transport. All such 
buoys and buoyant apparatus carried in the Harbour 
craft shall be stowed to the satisfaction of the Deputy 
Conservator and so as to be readily accessible to the 
persons on board”. 

4. for rule 25, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“25. Liability of the owner for the acts of tlndal or any 
member of the crew employed by him on his craft.— 
The owner of the craft shall be responsible for any 
acts of tlndal or any other member of the crew 
employed by him on his craft, while plying the craft 
under tho provisions of these rules”. 


5. for rule 26, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“26. Revocation of licences. — If In the opinion of the 
Deputy Conservator, the owner of any licensed har- 
bour craft or tindal or any member of the crew has 
contravened any of the provisions of these rules, he 
may, without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken against such owner in respect of the contra- 
vention, cancel all or any of the licences held by 
the owner ; 

6. In rule 19, the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

“Provided that in the event of a licenced harbour craft 
being found over-loaded by the tindal, only those 
passengers who entered the craft or the quantity 
of cargo that was loaded after the prescribed limit 
as specified in the licence, shall be asked to leave 
or that quantity of cargo to be removed, as the case 
may be, to confirm with the conditions of the assign- 
ment of the issue of licence” ; 

7. for role 32, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

32. Procedure for imposing penalties. — Every person on 
whom a charge of breach of any of the provisions 
under these rules Is made shall be given a reasonable 
opportunity of being heard before any penalty is 
decided for such offence, and that no order imposing 
a penalty under these rules shall be made except 
after giving the person on whom such penalty is 
proposed to be Imposed, a reasonable opportunity 
of being heard."

G.S.R. 1314.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Department of lighthouses and Lightships (Recruit- 
ment to class I and class II (Gazetted) Non-technical posts) 
Rules, 1959, the President hereby makes the followine rules 
regulating the method of recruitment to Group 'A’ and 
Group ‘B’ non-technical posts in the Department of Light- 
houses and Lightships, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules 

may be called the Department of Lighthouses and 
Lightships Group ‘A’ and Group ‘B' (non-tcchnical 
posts 1 ) Recruitment Rules 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application— These rules shall apply to the posts speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3 Number, classification and scales of pay.— The number 
of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed thereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications 
etc. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule annexed thereto; 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of 
the said Schedule for direct recruitment may be relaxed in 


the case of the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time. 

5. Disqualification. — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from (he operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Cen- 
tral Government from time to time in (his regard.

MERCHANT SHIPPING 

G.S.R. 1316. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 331, read with section 458 of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) and in supersession of the Indian 
Merchant Shipping (Carriage of Dangerous goods) Rules 
1954, except as respects things done or omitted to be done, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These ,ni]e» may be 
called the Merchant Shipping (Carriage of Dangerous Goods) 
IRules, 1978. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context other- 


wise requires — 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 
of 1958). 

(b) ‘Dangerous Goods Code’ means the International 
Maritime Dangerous Goods Code’ prepared and 
published by the Inter-Governmental Maritime Con- 
sultative Organisation as amended from time to 
time; 

(c) ‘Safety Convention Ship' means a ship registered in 
a country which has ratified the International Con- 
vention on Safety of Life at Sea, 1960 or, as the 
case may be, in a territory to which the provisions 
of the said convention have been extended; 

(d) ‘Schedule’ means the schedule to these rules; 

(e) ‘United Nations Number' means serial number 
assigned to a dangerous substance in the report of 
the Committee of Experts of the Economic Council 
of the United Nations on classification, labelling 
and documentation of dangerous goods, as re- 
produced in the Dangerous Goods Code. 

3. Application. — (1) Rules 4 to 11, both inclusive, shall 
apply to : — 

(a) all Indian ships wherever they may be; and 

(b) Ships other than Indian ships while they are within 
any port in India or are embarking or disembark- 
ing passengers or are loading or discharging cargo 
within Indian jurisdiction. 

(2) Rule 12 shall apply to all ships to which rules 4 to 
11, both inclusive, do not apply, while they are at port or 
place in India or within Indian Jurisdiction. 

(3) Rules 13 shall apply to all ships referred to in 
sub-rules (1) and (2). 

4. Classification of dangerous goods. — For the purposes 
of these rules, dangerous goods shall be classified into 
the following classes, namely : — 

Class 1 — Explosives 

Division 1.1 : Explosive with a mass explosion risk. — 
[A load is said to explode en-tnasse when the explosion affects 
the entire load almost instantaneously], 

1.1.1. Initiating explosives, that is to say contrivances which 
contain both explosives and their own means of ignition; 

1.1.2 Explosive substances other than initiating explosives 
that is to say contrivances containing explosives but not their 
own means of ignition; 

1.1.3 Contrivances designed to produce illumination, in- 
cendiary, smoke or sound effects; ignitors; starter cartridges; 
small arms ammunition ; fire works liable to explode violently. 

Division 1.2 : Explosives which do not explode en-masses 

1.2.1 Contrivances containing explosives, with or without 
their own means of ignition ; 

1.2.2 Samples of explosives other than initiating explosives. 

Division 1. 3 Explosives having a fire hazard with Minor 
Or no explosion effects, 

1.3.1 Substances which cannot explode en-masse but the 
ignition of which gives rise to considerable heat radiation; 

1.3.2 Articles which, by their nature, or as a result of 
the manner in which they are packed, cannot explode en- 
masse and which, in the event of fire, burn one after another 
producing minor or no explosion or projections effects. 

Class 2 — Gases : Compressed, liquified or dissolved under 
pressure : 

Division (a) Permanent gases - — That is to say gases which 
can become likuids under pressure ambient temperatures ; 


Division (b) Liquified gases. — That is to say gases which 

become liquids under pressure at ambient temperatures; 

Division (c) Dissolved gases. — That is to say, gases dis- 
solved under pressure in a solvent, which may be absorbed 
in a porous material; 

Division (d) Deeply refrigerated permanent gases.— That 
is to say liquid air, oxygen, etc. 

Class 3 — Inflammable liquids. 

Division 3,1 Liquids of low flash point group. — -That is 
to say liquids having flash point below 180°C, closed cup test, 
or possessing a low flash point in combination with some dan- 
gerous property other than inflammability; 

Division 3. 2 Liquids of intermediate flash point group, — - 
That is to say liquids, having a flash point of 180°C upto, 
but not including, 23 "C, closed cup test; 

Division 3.3 Liquids of high flash point group. — -That is 
to say, liquids having a flash point of 23 °C upto. but not 
including, 61 ’C, closed cup test. 

Class 4 — Inflammable solids or substances. 

Division 4.1 Inflammable solids. — That is to say, solid 
substances possessing the common property of being easily 
ignited by external sources, such as sparks or flame, and of 
; being readily combustible. 

Division 4.2 Spontaneously combustible substances. — That 
is to say substances, solid or liquid, possessing the common 
property of being liable spontaneously to heat and to 
ignite. 

Division 4.3 Substances emitting inflammable gases when 
wet. — That is to say, substances, solid or liquid, possessing the 
common property, when in contact with water, of evolving 
inflammable poses which in some cases mav be liable to 
spontaneous ignition. 

Class 5- — Oxidizing Substances 

Division 5.1 Oxidizing substances. — -That is to say, sub- 
stances which are not themselves combustible but possess the 
property of rendering combustible material easily inflamm- 
able and of giving off oxygen when involved in a fire and 
thus increasing its intensity. 

Division 5.2 Oxganic peronides.— That is to say, substances, 
solid or liquid which are mostly combustible and are liable 
to act on oxidizing substances and explosive decomposition, 
or may react dangerously with other substances or bum 
rapidly or may become sensitive to impact or friction. 

Class 6 — Poisonous (toxic) and infectious substances. 

Division 6.1 Poisonous (toxic) substances — That is lo say, 
substances which are liable to cause death or serious injury to 
human health if swallowed, inhaled or by skin contact. 

Division 6.2 Infectious substances.— That is to say substances 
containing disease producing micro-organisms. 

Class 7 — Radio active substances. — That is to say, sub- 
stances, which sponteneously emit a significant radiation and 
of which the specific activity is greater than 0.002 microcurie 
per gram. 

Class— 8- — Corrosives. — That is to say solid or liquid pos- 
sessing, in their original state, the common property of being 
able .more or less severely, to damage living tissues or sub- 
stance the escape of which from their packages may cause 
damage to other cargo or to the ship. 

Class 9. — Miscellaneous dangerous substances, that is to 
say. substance not otherwise specified in classes 1 to 8 (both 
inclusive), which experience has shown or may show to be 
of such a dangerous character as to attract the provisions 
made in those rules applicable to substances included in this 
class. 

Responsibilities of owner, master or agent. 

5, No owner, master or agent of a ship shall knowingly 
offer, cause to offer or attempt to offer for shipment or 
transport any dangerous goods by any ship under a false 
description or declaration or certificate. 
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6. No owner, master or agent of a ship, shall ship, cause 
to ship or attempt to ship any-dangerous goods by any ship 
except in compliance with the following provisions, namely : — 

(1) Packing : — 

(a) The packing of dangerous goods falling under 

each class of such goods specified in rule 4 shall 
comply with the requirements relating to inner 
packing or, as the case may be, outer packing 
or both /or quantitative restrictions for each type 
of such Inner and/or outer packing or combina- 
tion of such packing as specified in respect of 
each substance in the Dangerous Goods Code 
and such packing shall be— 

(i) well made and in good condition ; 

(ii) of such character as to ensure that any interior 

surface with which the contents may come into 
contact is not dangerously affected by the 
substance being conveyed ; 

(iii) adequate, when used for packing radio-active 

substances, to allow a margin of safety suffi- 
cient in the circumstances to protect all nersons 
on board the ship ; and 

(iv) capable of withstanding the ordinary risk of 

handling and of carriage by sea: 

(b) Wherever the Dangerous Goods Code so requires, 
absorbent or cushioning material, which is inert 
and suited to the nature and contents of the 
package, shall be used In such packing in accor- 
dance with the requirements of the said Code in 
respect of the substance to be carried on board 
and when such absorbent or cushioning material 
Is used In the packing of liquids in receptacles, 
it shall be — 

(I) capable of minimising the dangers to which the 
liquid may give ris? ; 

(ii) so disposed as to prevent movement and ensure 

that the receptacles remain surrounded by such 
material ; and 

(iii) in sufficient quantity, wherever reasonably possi- 

ble, to absorb the liquid in the event of break- 
age of the receptacle. 

(c) Receptacles containing dangerous liquids shall 

have an ullage at the filling temperature as speci- 
fied for each such liquid in the Dangerous Goods 
Code and such ullage shall be sufficient to allow 
for the highest temperature likely to be met 
during the course of normal carriage. 

(d) Cylinders or receptacles for gases under pressure 

shall be constnicted, tested, maintained and filled 
in accordance with the requirements in relation 
to such construction, testing, maintenance and 
filling as specified in the Dangerous Goods Code. 

(e) Where containers are made of plastic materials 

parts of such containers or stoppers (that is to 
say closures) or both which arc likely to come 
in direct contact with a dangerous substance shall 
be resistent to rmch substance and shall not con- 
tain materials which may react dangerously or 
form hazardous compounds or lead to softening, 
weakening or failure of the container or stopper. 
Plastic material used for the manufacture of 
such containers shall be impermeable to the con- 
tents and it shall be of such a character as to 
ensure that it does not soften, embrittle or deterio- 
rate to a significant degree under conditions of 
extremes in temperature or due to ageing. 

(f) (i) Where fibreboard boxes, including corrugated 

fibreboard boxes are used as outer containers such 
boxes shall be adequately strong and water 
resistant. 

(ii) The use of such boxes shall be limited only for 

one single voyage which may include a tran- 

shipment voyage.

(iii) Except in the case of any individual substance for 
which a different limitation of weight has been 
specified in the Dangerous Goods Code, the 
gross weight of a fibreboard box shall not exceed 
40 (forty) K. grams. 

(g) Packages containing the following substances, 
namely 

(i) substances evolving inflammable gases or vapours ; 

(ii) Substances which become explosive if allowed 

to dry ; 

(iii) Substances evolving toxic gases or vapours ; and 

(iv) Substances which are likely to react dangerously 

with the atmosphere ; 

shall be heremeticafly sealed in accordance with the provi- 
sions in this regard made in the Dangerous Goods Code. 

(2) Marking and Labelling : 

(a) Every vehicle, container, package or receptacle con- 
taining a dangerous substance shall, before it is offered 
for transport by sea, be clearly marked with its 
correct technical name used in the shipping documents 
and identified by means of an appropriate lable pres- 
cribed in the Dangerous Goods Code for the sub- 
stance contained in such vehicle, container, package 
or receptacle. 

Provided that in the case of any dangerous substance 
classified under Class 9 in the rule 4 for which no 
specific lable has been prescribed, any other lable 
which is adequate to distinguish the hazardous nature 
of the contents may be used. 

(b) In respect of every vehicle, container, package or 
receptacle offered for shipment the appropriate class 
symbol and the ‘United Nations Number’ shall be 
indicated within the diamond on the table. 

(c) Every vehicle, container, package or receptacle which 
contains a substance which possessed secondary 
dangerous property or properties shall, where the 
Dangerous Goods Code so requires, be labelled with 
the symbol denoting the hazard wdthin the diamond ; 
in such cases, the class symbol referred to in clause 
(b) may not be indicated. 

(d) Every label used for labelling a consignment of 
dangerous goods shall be — 

(i) an exact fascimile of the appropriate label includ- 
ing colours and other printed matters as prescribed 
in the Dangerous Goods Code for the substance 
contained in the package ; and 

(ii) not less than 10 eras, in measurement on each 
side, wherever possible. 

(3) Shipping documents : 

(a) In every shipping document relating to a consign- 
ment of dangerous goods — 

11) The contents of the consignment shall be Identified 
by giving the full and correct technical name of 
the substance as specified in the Dangerous Goods 
Code, the LTnited Nations Number of the substance 
as indicated in the said Code and the Class of 
the substance in accordance with rule 4 ; 

(ii) Trade name of a substance shall not be used where 
a technical name is provided for it in the Dan- 
gerous Goods Code except that in the case of 
miscellaneous substances not otherwise specified 
in the Dangerous Goods Code, such name may 
be used if it is sufficiently informative about the 
constituent ingredients of the substance and its 
chemical properties and other characteristics. 

(ill) The Identifying declaration of a consignment shall 
be made in the name of most hazardous consti- 
tuent of its contents, if such contents constitute 
a mixture of two or more dangerous substances. 
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(Iv) The teebnical name of an Inflammable liquid shall 
be supplemented by Its flash point where it is 
61 °C or below or by the flash point group to 
which it is attributed in the Dangerous Goods 
Code, 

(b) Every application for shipping space for the trans- 
port of dangerous goods by sea shall be made in the 
form set out in the First Schedule and such appli- 
cation shall contain a declaration relating to— 

(i) Shipping or forwarding mark or both and deatina 
tlon or address ; 

(ii) Number of packages ; 

(iil) Description of packages ; 

(iv) Names of substances contained in each package 
with flash points of inflammable liquids, if any : 

(v) Nett weight of the contents in each package ; 

(vi) Gross weight of each package ; 

(vif) Class number of the substance contained in each 
package or Its label fascimile ; and 

(vlii) Supplementary information, if any, which is con- 
ducive of safe carriage of the consignment. 

(c) Every such application shall also contain a certificate 
certifying that — 

(i) the goods are packed in a manner adequate to 
withstand the ordinary risks of handling and 
transport by sea, having regard to the nature of 
the goods ; and 

(ii) the packages are labelled or stencilled on the out- 
side to Indicate the identity of the goods and the 
nature of the danger they are likely (o give rise 
to. 

7. Acceptance of dangerous goods for transport by sea. — 
(1) The owner, master or agent of any ship shall not— 

(a) accept any consignment of dangerous goods offered 
for shipment unless he satisfies himself that the pro- 
visions of rule 6 have been duly complied with by 
shipper, consigner, his servant or agent ; 

(b) accept for shipment any dangerous goods being goods 
not loaded in bulk if he or any of his servants 
knows, or could with reasonable diligence, have 
known that having regard to their nature, the goods 
are not packed in a manner adequate to withstand 
the ordinary risks of handling and transport by sea ; 

(c) accept for shipment any dangerous goods in bulk if 
he or any of his servants knows or could, with 
reasonable diligence, have known or had reasonable 
grounds, for believing that the goods cannot be safely 
earned In bulk to the destination to which they are 
consigned. 

(2) The owner, master or agent of any ship may refuse 
to take on board any package or parcel described to contain 
goods other than dangerous goods but which he suspects to 
contain dangerous goods and may require it to be opened to 
ascertain the fact. 

(3) The master of every ship carrying dangerous goods 
shall prepare and keep on board a special list or manifest 
setting out therein the detailed particulars of all dangerous 
goods on board, their classification in terms of rule 4 and places 
where they are stowed on board ship. 

Provided that in place of the special list or manifest, the 
master may prepare and keep on board a stowage plan show- 
lug detailed particulars of all dangerous goods on board, their 
classification in terms of rule 4 and places where they are 
stowed on board ship. 

8. Stowage of danegoras goods,— (1) The owner, master 

,? 8ent °° cvcr y ship which carries any dangerous goods 

shall ensure that the stowage of all dangerous goods on board 
complies with provisions in respect of such stowage made 


in the Dangerous Goods Code without prejudice to the gene- 
ralities In any respect specified in the said Code, the master 
of every such ship shall ensure that — 

(a) dangerous goods are, as far as practicable stowed 
under deck ; 

(b) fibre board boxes, in particular, are stowed ‘under 

deck’ and where circumstances make it necessary to 
stow them ‘on deck’ for any of the causes referred 
to in clause (c) adequate protection is afforded to 
prevent them from being exposed to the weather 
or to sea water ; 

(c) stowage ‘on deck’ is restricted only to cases where — 

(i) constant supervision is required ; or 

(ii) accessibility to cargo is particularly required ; or 

(iii) there is a substantial risk of formation of explosive 
gas mixtures, development of high toxic vapours 
or unobserved corrosion of the vessel. 

(d) the packages are shaded from radiant heat, including 
strong sunlight, where it is necessary to prevent 
pressure build up in or decomposition and polymeri- 
sation of their contents. 

(e) when dangerous goods are stowed on deck they do 
not occupy more than 50 per cent of the total open 
deck area and hydrants, sounding pipes and the like 
and accesses thereto are kept free and clear of such 
deck cargo. 

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions contained in sub- 
rule (1) the master of every ship carrying dangerous goods 
shall ensure that— 

(a) dangerous goods and any vehicle, container, package 
or receptacle containing dangerous goods are stowed 
in a manner which is a safe and proper manner of 
stowage for the goods or. as the case may be, for 
the vehicle, container, package or receptacle, having 
regard to the identity and the dangerous nature of 
the goods ; 

(b) explosive (except ammunition) which present a 
serious risk are stowed in a magazine which is kept 
securely closed while at sea and that such explosives 
are segregated from detonators ; 

(c) the electrical apparatus and cables in any compart- 
ment in which explosives are carried are so designed 
and used as to minimise the risk of fire or explosion ; 

(d) when goods which give off dangerous vapours are 
stowed ‘under deck' the space used for such stowage 
is well ventilated ; 

(e) special precautions against fire or explosion are taken, 
wherever required, while carrying inflammable liquids 
or gases ; and ventilation adequate in the circumstan- 
ces is provided for the spaces in which the liquids 
or gases are carried ; and 

(f) substances which are liable to spontaneous combus- 
tion are not carried unless precautions, proper in 
the circumstances, are taken for the prevention of 
spontaneous combustion of such substances. 

9. Segregation of dangerous goods,— (1) Master of every 
ship which carried dangerous goods shall ensure that all 
dangerous goods on board arc so stowed that they are segre- 
gate from each other, wherever necessary, in accordance with 
the provisions made in this regard in the Dangerous Goods 
Code, 

(2) In addition to the requirements in relation to the se- 
gregation of dangerous goods referred to in sub-rule (1) the 
master of every ship which carries dangerous goods shall ensure 
that — 

(a) incompatible goods, that is to say, goods which react 
dangerously when they come into contact with each 
other, are adequately segregated ; 
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(b) inflammable substances are effectively segregated from 
ignition sources in other consignments of cargo, 

(c) fire stops, including bulk heads or other cargoes, are 

provided wherever practicable, with a view to localis- 
ing fire ; 

(d) substances evolving toxic gases in sufficient quantities 

to affect or injure health of passengers or crew or 
both aboard arc not stowed w spaces from where 
gases may penetrate into living quarters or work 
areas or ventilation system ; 

(e) Toxic substances are stowed away from all food- 
stuffs. 

(3) When combustible substances of the s>ame or different 
classes or both are segregated from each other in pursuance 
of sub-rule (1) or, as the case may be, sub-rule (2) tho 
requirements of segregation shall be construed to be in re- 
lation to dangerous goods and not in relation to packaging 
materials or damages, the use of the latter being limited in 
such cases to the least possible extent permissible under tho 
circumstances. 

10. Carriage of dangerous goods in passenger ships. — (1) 
Passenger ships carrying not more than 25 passengers or not 
more than one passenger for every three metres of shins 
Jengh, whichever is greater, may carry dangerous goods in 
the same manner as cargo ships complying with the require- 
ments of these rules. 

(2) (a) Passenger ships other than those specified in sub- 
rule (1) shall not carry any dangerous goods on board 
except — 

(i) such dangerous goods as are permited to be carried 
by such ships under the relevant provisions made in 
the Dangerous Goods Code ; 

(ii) any explosives the total weight of which does not 
exceed 9 K. gms. ; 

(iii) distress signals for use in ships or aircrafts, if the 
total weight of tho consignment does not exceed one 
tonne ; and 

(iv) fireworks set out in the second schedule. 

(b) Any distress signals or fireworks carried in a passenger 
ship in pursuance of sub-clauses (iii) and (iv) of clause (a) 
shall be stowed under the supervision of a person appointed 
for the purpose by the master of the ship. 

(c) Passenger ships shall not take any dangerous goods 
Specified in the Fourth Schedule on board for carriage in those 
ships if those goods are of a kind not permitted for such 


carriage by an order issued by the Central Government having 
regard to — 

(i) the season of the year ; 

(ii) temperature variations which the ships may encoun- 
ter on the voyage ; 

(iii) number of passengers on board ; and 

(iv) such other factors of safety as it may deem fit to 
take into account. 

1 1 . Laboratory Chemicals and Medicinal Preparations. — 
Notwithstanding anything contained In these rules, small 
quantities of laboratory chemicals or medicinal preparations 
may be carried on board any ship to which these rules apply 
provided that the requirements specified in the third Schedule 
are fully complied with. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of this rule, any dangerous 
chemical shall be treated to be in limited quantity if and 
only if the quantity of that chemical is limited to the extent 
authorised or approved by the Central Government or by any 
other person authorised by it in this behalf. 

12. Application of rules. — No dangerous goods shall be 
carried in any ship unless — 

(a) in the case of a safety convention ship, the goods 
are being carried in accordaqpc 'with the law relating 
to the carriage of such goods of the country in 
which the ship is registered and all the provisions 
of that law, in so far as the same are applicable, 
have been complied with ; or 

(b) in the case of any other ship the provisions of these 
i ulej which would have been required to be com- 
plied with if the goods had been taken on board in 
India have been complied with. 

Provided that the Central Government may exempt any 
ship from the requirements of these rules which arc required 
to have been compiled with in the case of that ship by 
virtue of clause (b) if it is satisfied that the requirements 
of the law relating to the carriage of dangerous goods by sea 
of the country in which the ship is registered have been 
complied with and that such requirements are no less effective 
than the corresponding requirements of these rules. 

13. Penalties. — Every owner, master or agent of a ship 
who contravenes any provision of these rules or fails to 
comply with any provision thereof which it is his duty to 
comply shall be punishable with imprisonment which may 
extend to two years or with fine which may extend to ten 
thousand Rupees or with both and if the offence is a con- 
tinuing one with further fine which may extend to fifty rupees 
for every day after the first during which the contravention 
continues.

Requirements for the carriage of laboratory' Chemicals and 
Medicinal Preparations in Limited Quantities. 

1. 1. General. — (1) The restrictions and relaxations pro- 
vided for by this Schedule apply only to laboratory chemicals 
and medicinal preparations and do not apply to toilet prepa- 
rations. Cosmetics, perfumery products or to substances in- 
tended for use other than as laboratory chemicals efr medi 
cinal preparations. 

(2) Cases tendered for shipment in compliance with the 
provisions of this Schedule may contain one chemical or 
medicinal substance only or a variety of such substances pro- 
vided that the carriage of such substances by any ship or 
any class of ships is not expressly prohibited by these rules, 
and that they are adequately packed in compliance with the 
relevant provisions of the Dangerous Goods Code, 

2. Stowage, — Cases tendered for shipment under the pro- 
visions of this Schedule may be stowed under deck. When 
so stowed, they should, where possible, have top stowage and 
be readily accessible for Are fighting purposes, Inflammable 
liquids snail not be stowed in the same place unless such 
stowage is permitted under the Dangerous Goods Code. Such 
cases may also be stowed on deck. If the consignment con- 
tains any inflammable liquids it should be separated from 
explosives by the engine room and boiler spaces. If anv 
inflammable liquids are included in the consignment, such 
cases and explosives should be stowed in a separate holds. 

3. Limitation of quantity, — (1) Solids : A quantity of not 
more than 5-1/2 k. gms. may be packed in any one inner 
container but if a lower limit is expressly provided for any 
solid substance in the Dangerous Goods Code, that limit 
shall prevail. 

(2) Liquids : A quantity of not more than 3 litres may 
he packed in any one immediate container but if a lower 
limit Is expressly provided for any liquid substance in the 
Dangerous Goods Code, that limit shall prevail. 

(3) Gross weight : Gross weight of any one case shall 

not exceed 50 K. gms, 

(4) Total Gross Weight : Total gross weight of such 
cases which may be stowed under deck In passenger ships 
shall not exceed 25 tonnes. 


(5) When the material is in the form of teblets or when 
it is packed in sealed containers such as ampoules or capsules 
each of which contains not more than 15 grammes nett, 
the nett quantity permissible under paragraph (1) of this 
paragraph may be doubled. 

4. Incompatability of substances packed in one case.— It 
is possible that interior packages contained in a case may 
include substances liable to react dangerously and cause 
either — 

(i) evolution of considerable heat or combustion ; 

(ii) evolution of inflammable or poisonous gas ; or 

(iii) the formation of a corrosive liquid. 

Substances which are liable to react dangerously shall oe 
well isoiatetd from each other. Substances packed togetner 
in one case shall be selected and packed in appropriate and 
effective closed containers with suitable absorbent or protec- 
tive material so as to prevent the danger of reaction ot one 
substance with another. In particular, such selection must 
conform to any prohibitions prescribed in this regard in the 
Dangerous Goods Code. 

5. Certificate of compliance.— Consignments tendered for 
shipment under the provisions of this Schedule shall, m 
addition to any other requirements of these rules, be accom- 
panied by a certificate signed by the shipper certifying the 
compliance with the requirements of this Schedule. 

Note: — A specimen of the certificate is shown at the end 
of this Schedule. 

6. Labelling. — Every consignment tendered for shipment 
under the provisions of this Schedule shall be labelled in 
accordance with the requirements of these rules, 

7. Chlorates. — (1) In the case of chlorates, immediate con- 
tainers shall be surrounded by resilient non-organic material 
and packed in a separate intermediate container of non- 
organic material distinct from the outer container. Not 
more than one kilogramme may be packed in one interme- 
diate container. No cotton wool or organic material other 
than a small waxed card wad may be in contact with 
the chlorate except as provided for in sub-paragraph (2), 

(2) If the chlorate is in tablet form, with or without a 
suitable binding agent, and is packed in bottles each con- 
taining not more than 170 grammes of chlorate, cotton 
wool may bo used in sufficient quantity to prevent appreciable 
movement of the tablets within the bottle. The bottles may 
be packed in cardbord cartons in a separate intermediate con- 
tainer distinct from the outer case. Not more than 1 K, gm. 
of chlorate may be packed in one intermediate container and 
not more than 5-1/2 K. gms. in each case. 

8. Inflammable liquids. — (1) Inflammable liquids with a 
flash point below 23 ”C shall not exceed 5.8 litres in net 
weight in any one case, except as provided for in sub- 
paragraph (2). 

(2) When any inflammable liquid with a flash point below 
23 °C consists solely of alchohol or alcoholic solution or 
tincture, the flash point of which is not below 15.5" C such 
liquid may be carried under deck provided that not more 
than 3 litres are contained in immediate container and that 
no case contains more than 45 litres. 

9, Air space and Packing. — (1) Where air spaces or 
methods of packing are recommended in the Dangerous 
Goods Code for any substances, such air space or method 
shall also apply to shipment made under the provisions of 
this Schedule except that where quantitative restrictions are 
prescribed both in the Dangeroas Goods Code and this 
Schedule, the lower of the two shall prevail,
